CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—A terribly quick-

o'clock yesterday morning, lit which 


four persons were burned to death. The fam- 
ily consisted ot seven persons and a scr- 
Yant-girl and all but three met a most 
horrible death. 
The death list is as follows:

The rescued were William S. Bates. Thomas

two years, the youngest of the family. 


Shortly before 6 o'clock yesterday morn- 


ing the new servant girl, Mary Dolan, who 
liad been employed Saturday, got np to 
siart a fire in the kitchen to prepare break- 
last. 
The rest of the family were still 


nbed. 
It is not known whether the girl 


tued kerosene to start the fire, for there 
ttcre both an oil stove and a range in the 
little kitchen. The household were aroused 
by a sudden explosion. Mrs. Bates at one.; 
sprang up from her bed, and snatching her 
Infant in her arms rushed with it to a place 
oi safety. Returning to her burning home, 
the agonized mother heard her boy crying 
loudly for help, and breaking away from 
bystanders who were trying to restrain her. 
entered the building to save her other chil- 
dren. She was not seen again until the 
flames had been extinguished. The firemen 
then, on entering the building, found, with- 
in six tfi-t of ttie front door, tin; brave 
mother's incinerated remains with those 
of the boy clasped in her scorched and 
v ithered anus. 


Mr. Bates endeavored to save the other 


boy i'nd his wife's aged mother but the two 
\\eie overcome by the smoke, and perished, 
3lr. Bates, and his brother-in-law, Thomas 
<ii,uson barely escaping with their lives.

—The Former Lowera the Record. 
MILWAUKEE, Wls., Oct 20.—The great 


propeller race is finished, and the II. J. 
Jewett carries the broom, while the Albany 
is distanced. The Jewett reached Milwau- 
kee at one o'clock Monday morning, while 
the Albany was nearly four hours later in 
reaching port.

has been a rivalry, which has at last been 
settled. Never before have the Jewett and 
her rival had an opportunity for a race— 
because they had not chanced to meet each 
other. 


It was a fortunate occurrence that a fog 


being over the Detroit River earty'Saturday 
morning, the Jewett was enabled to find 
the Albany near Detroit 
At 6:80 o'clock 


Saturday morning the Albany passed De- 
troit, followed fo^r lengths behind by the 
Jewett, and the great race was on. At 
all points from the St Clair Hiver the two' 
monster steamships were watched with 
Interest as they plowed their way through 
the water and the dense volumes of black 
smoke rolled from their stacks. The Albany 
retained her lead to Port Huron, and Cap- 
tain Jones was so confident of success that 
he hailed a friend ou the docks and told 
aim to bet $100 to $25 that he would reach 
Milwaukee first 


Out of the rivers on Lake Huron the race 


was exciting to the crews of both boats. 
The firemen were in the bold continually 
feeding the furnaces without any regard to 
fuel.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Tnere is no 


truth in the report sent out from the City 
ol Mexico that negotiations for the estab- 
lishment of free trade between this country 
and Mexico are now pendinx. Senor Romero, 
the Mexican minister, said yesterday that he 
knew nothing of such negotiations, and Sec- 
retary Bayard said that he waa ignorant of 
them. The latter eaid that the reciprocity 
treaty would be again brought before the 
House of Ilepresentativi-s, and this fact 
might have furnished the basis -for the 
rumor. He said the Mexicans were begin- 
ning to get over their fear of the alleged 
intentions of the United States to seize 
part of their country, and would now try 
to establish more intimate commercial re- 
lations with us. He would not say whether 
the Administration favors the enactment 
of a law to put the treaty into effect or not.
